Yates 1 Supporters Declare North Shore 

Solon is Entered In Order to Force 

Hopkins to Support Deneen 



George Edmund Foss, who represents 
(the Tenth Illinois district in Congress, h 
! a candidate for United States Senator. 
'Congressman Foss made the formal an- 
nouncement Saturday. 

With the Fos8 Candidacy officially 
launched, there are now four candidates 
for this office in the Geld. They are; 
Albert J. Hopkins of Aurora, Kane county 
'George Edmund Fobs, Chicago, William 
-E. Mason, Chicago and William Webster, 
<of Chicago. 

Mr. Fosa' friends on the north shore are 
not banking entirely on the Senatorship, 
and are circulating petitions for Mr. Foss 
as a candidate for renomination as Con- 
gressman. In this way they explain, they 
hope to keep Mr. Foss in Congress should 
he loose the Senatorship fight. By run- 
ning for both offices, they say he would 
probably land in his old place, while if 
lightning did strike him in the other race 
ho could resign the congressional nomina- 
tion. 

Mr. Foss* announcement is as follows: 

"To the Republicans of Illinois: 

"I announce myself as a candidate for 
United States Senator, and ask the sup- 
iportof the Republican!* of Illinois at the 
.primaries on the eighth of August next. . 
* I announce myself as a candidate in 
reBponao to personal appeals from a large 
number of republicans all Over the state. - 

I announce myself as a candidate in re- 
sponse to what I know to be the growing 
popular sentiment in Illinois as communi- 
cated to me in letters from every county in 
the state, desiring a new candidate for the 
position of United States senator. 

I announce myself .as a candidate in re- 
sponse to what I beliere to be the wish on 
the part of the Tenth Congressional dis- 
trict, which I have bad the honor to rep- 
resent for nearly fourteen consecutive years 
as expressed in the following resolution 
adapted by the tenth congressional district 
convention at Chicago April 8, 1908. ' 

We the republicans of the tenth Congre:- 
sional district, in convention assembled, 
do hereby indorse and commend the- mag- 
nificient record in Congress of our repre- 
sentative, George Edmund Foss, and 
heartily indorse him for renomination nt 
the coming primaries on August 8 K and 
we especially call attention to bis services 
in building the great American navy, and 
in securing for this district the location of 
the great naval training station, his efforts 
in not only securing this institution for 
•our district, but in carrying out the work 
to successful completion, are heartily in- 
dorsed and fully appreciated, and we hope

Inventor Says Glare From Cement Walks 
Affects Eyesight 

Paint the cement sidewalks a delicafe 
shade of green. ' 

This is what n Waukegan inventive 
genius is urging and to clinch his point be 
is trying to mix a chemical paint that can 
be applied to tho walks after they have 
been laid and are seasoned for use, believ- 
ing there is a mint of money in the idea. 

"The comparatively bright and glaring 
colors of the cement walks, especially when 
new and white, are working untold harm 
to the eyes of Waukegan," he declared, 
"and the occulist is reaping such a harvest 
as he never dreamed of before. 

"The old wooden walks were of a dull 
color and did not injure the eyes, but the 
cement walks catch and hold the sunlight 
and the heat and shoot them back at tho 
eyes with the force of a pitched bill, the 
strong glare affecting tho eyes disastrously 
in my opinion. 

"I favor a green as a paint for the walks, 
because I find that authorities consider it 
a most restful shade for the eye and that is 
what we want," 

If the Waukegan genius's theory is 
worked out and he succeeds in producing 
his paint, it may not be many days before 
the cement walks of Waukegan wilt be 
coated with green, edged in gold, with the 
family coat of arms worked out in the 
middle and borders of posies around the 
edges.

AT NAVAL 

STATION 

John Ferry, watchman at the United 
States naval training school reservation 
just south of North Chicago, was held up 
and robbed by a gang of thugs at 9 o'clock 
Wednesday night. 

Ferry was making the rounds and had 
reached the main bridge over the ravine 
intersecting Pettihone'a when two ruffians 
sprang out at him from the covert, knock- 
ed him down on the flooring of the bridge 
and proceeded to rifle the dazed man's 
pocket. 

. Their search was fruitless as Ferry cart - 
ied nothing of value to the. two, so they 
made off as fast as their 'legs' could carry 
them and were soon lost in the leafy dark- 
ness of the reservation. 

Ferry called for help and was later found 
by Peter Yde, another watchman. The 
grounds were then beuten up in a search 
for the desperadoes but no trace was found 
of them.. 

At the crossing of the railroad a gang of 
tramps was found camping and into 
this the watchmen plunged to try to find 
Ferry's assailants. The search was 
fruitless, as while tho tramps were rough 
enough looking and lough enough of dis- 
position, Ferry could make no identifica- 
tion nnd the chase had to be dropped. 

Ferry patrols the officer's quarters, four 
large buildings, and was caught at a disad- 
vantage on tho bridge comparatively early 
in the evening. 

Tho trompj were ordered away from tho 
reservation. 



LIGHTNING STRUCK 

COUNTY FAIR'S 
/ MAIN BUILDING 

'" A bolt of lightning that residents de- 
clare looked like a gigantic ball of fire that 
split upon the roof late Saturday night, 
struck the main exposition building nt the 
Lake County fairgrounds at Liberty ville, 
started a fire and before any aid could be 
rendered, the building valued at between 
$2,000 and $3,000, was a mass of charred 
embers. , 

Half burned shingles from the roof of 
the frame structure were found the dis- 
tance of a mile away and had not the 
other buildings on the gronnds and in the 
village itself been wet with the heavy and 
record breaking rain, the town would have 
been a Bmoking chaos. 

There is no water supply on the* fair 
grounds, so that although tho entire vil- 
lage volunteer fire department turned out 
all were powerless and had to watch the 
structure burn. 

Tho rain fell in torrents and this is un- 
doubtedly what saved the viljago of Liber- 
ty ville from being wiped off the map as 
the winds were high and shifting contin- 
ually. 

The building is covered by $800 insur- 
ance. The fair association board moots 
next week and it is probable that plans 
will be made for immediate rebuilding. 

Tho Chicago and Milwaukee electric 
railroad depot at Liberty ville was struck 
twice by lightning, each time fire started 
but was extinguished by tho rain before 
much damage was done.

Young Girl Discovers Stick of Dynamite 

of Sufficient Force to Wreck 

Half of the City 



Living, John Alexander Dowie, self- 
annointed prophet and founder of Zion 
City, succumbed to the implacable hatred 
of his enemies. Eight months of death 
has evidently not cooled that passionate 
feeling of resentment among some of his 
opponents and enemies,, since late Tuesday 
afternoon a stick of dynamite, sufficient to 
work havoc and destruction' to thousands 
of Zion City residents' and buildings, was 
accidentally discovered near the tombstone 
of the deceased ruler. 

■ The find was made by Miss Beatrice 
Hanson, an employe of the Zion City lace 
factory, and it is only a miracle that the 
innocent girl was not sacrificed to satiate 
the ghoulish intentions of the unknown 
miscreants. 

Since John Alexander Dowie's death, 
Miss Hanson, one of Zlon's most beautiful 
young ladies, has been a faithful caretaker 
of his grave. It was her custom to place 
floral' tributes on the tomb of the man in 
whose doctrines she most implicitly- be* 
lieved. Tuesday afternoon, armed with 
rake, she set out for the cemetary to. rake 
the debris off the plot and to care for the 
'flowers which she bad set out but the day. 
before. 

. While raking the ground she observed;* 
peculiar black stick half buried in the 
ground. 

The rake, which she still held in ' her 
hand, had just passed within a few inches 
of what was afterwards discovered to be 
the percussion cap of u stick of dynamite. 

Tho contact of the steel point of the rake 
on the sensative cap, which was loaded 
with smokeless powder, would have blown 
tbe young girl to atoms and effectually 
wrecked tho grave of the former Zion 
leader. 

A feeling of intuition warned the girl 
that something was wrong and she 
looked up the sexton and informed him of 
the "queer looking stick which she bad 
unearthed near the grave. 

The old gray haired sexton, guided by 
the young lady, hastened to the grave 
where the object of destruction was pointed 
out to him. 

The old follower of the former t leader 
cautioned the young Indy to keep at a safe 
distance nnd himself was almost prostrated 
with the thoughs of what might have hap- 
pened. 

"They have called him names behind 
his back, they hive slandered him, and 
now they are not satisfied, they would 
blow his remains from the ground with 
dynamite. Oh, it is awful." This is a 
simitar quotation to that reported to have 
been used by the sexton at the time of the 
finding of the dynamite. 

Fear, for the loss of his own life did not 
daunt the old favorite of the fallen leader. 
He carefully removed the earth from around 
the stick of dynamite and lifted it out as 
gently as possible. ■ 

The dynamite was carried to John A. 
Lewis, acknowledged leader of Zion hosts 
by the Dowie will which is on file in the 
local court house, who pronounced it to be 
of sufficient force and quality to have 
blown up half the city. 

At the time of Dowie's death resent- 
ment was strong against him and it was 
necessary to keep an armed guard around 
his grave for some months, but lately it 
was thought that this feeling had died out 
and the guard waB released from further 
service. * 

The cement vault in which the remain s 
of tho ruler were Bealed was mado by the 
Bairstows of Waukegan, who are of the 
opinion that it would have taken a larger 
quantity of dynamite to blow the yault 
open. 

There is absolutely no clue to the crim- 
inals, although the busy police chief of 
Zion, Captain Walker, has worked steadily 
on the case,

Carl Dowse, a prominent and industrious 
farmer who resides a few miles south of 
KenOBba on Sheridan road in company 
with MisB Bertha Rousseau, the fourteen 
year old daughter of Peter Rousseau, who 
is employed as a farm hand near Russell, 
were arrested Sunday evening at eight 
o'clock at Waukegan on a disorderly 
charge. 

Mr. Dowse, in whose employ the girl 
had worked as a kitchen mechanic for the 
past eight months, invited the young lady 
to partake of a buggy ride to Waukegan 
Sunday afternoon. The young girl thought 
nothing of being invited and accepted the 
inyitation. They drove to the. state line 
near Winthrop Harbor, where their horse 
and rig were left in the State Line livery 
stable. 

Mr. -Dowse, although 25 years of age, 
induced the giri to occupy a room in a 
hotel with him for the evening. The girl 
probably not knowing better accepted the 
invitation. The couple set out to locate 
a hotel. 

Dropping into the Mackenzie drug store 
the man inquired of the proprietor for the 
best hotel in the city. 

Mr. Dowae's actions at that time seemed 
rather out of the ordinary and the pro- 
prietor notified Chief Tyrell, who immed- 
iately dispatched to police officers to watch 
the couple. 

The couple gave the officers the slip how- 
ever, before they received their orders 
from the chief, but a clew to their where- 
abouts was soon picked up when Frank 
Tryon notified Chief Tyrrell that he had 
seen the couple enter a hotel. 

Night Captain Vogel was dispatched 
to the hotel and later the manager of the 
place informed the couple that they would 
be required to leave. 

The couple wero arrested in front of 
the Sauter building on Genesee street, 
when Chief Tyrrell heard the man warn 
the girl not to tell anybody who she was 
and to tell them that she was bis sister 
and that they lived in Chicago. 

Chief Tyrrell arrested the couple on the 
spot, Dowse being locked up in the city 
jail over night and the giri being given 
board in the county jail. 

Monday morning a disorderly charge 
wan preferred against the couple, State's 
Attorney Hanna acting as the prosecuting 
attorney. 

Dowse was found guilty and held under 
a fine of $200 or forty days in the county 
jail. 

Miss Rousseau's parents it was learned 
bad not cared for her in the past few years 
The girl was compelled to earn' wages 
enough to support herself, as her mother 
died some years ago and her futher is 
supposed to be working near Russell, al- 
though the giri claims that she has not 
heard from him in over two years. 

Miss Roussean was living with her sis- 
ter prior to her acceptance of the position 
as the kitchen mechanic at the Dowse 
farm. 



Archibald Coombs, an Oak Park Lad Meets 
Death Saturday Afternoon 

A few minutes after Archiblald John 
Coombs of Oak Park had arrived at his 
father's Bummer cottage on the shore of 
Gage's Lake, near Grayslake, III., he was 
lying dead on the shore. 

Young Coombs and bis cousin, George 
Coombs, arrived at the lake Saturday 
afternoon and immediately hurried into 
the water for a swim, Both were good 
swimmers. "Archie" was 21 and George 
is 16 years old. They had been in the 
water only a moment when the elder lad 
suddenly screamed with a cramp and sank; 
His cousin swum out and tried to save him 
but after a hard struggle was forced to 
give up. The body was recovered 500U 
afterward, 

The young man wns a clerk iti the First 
National Bank and lived with his father 
at 312 Harvey avenue, Oak Park. 

The drowning wa« witnessed by most of 
the junior class of the Waukegan high 
school, who were spending the day picnic- 
ing at the lake. As soon as the cries for 
help were made by the drowning boy's 
companion, the boys and Prof. Klein row- 
ed to the spot where he went down with as 
much speed as possible, but were unable to 
do anything except look for the body at the 
bottom of the lake, which could not be 
found, although continual efforts were 
made to get the body by diving. 

The drowning happened at about 2:30 
and cast a gloom over the picnicers who 
felt sorry because of the accident. 

The two boys, George . and Archie 
Coombs, bad passed the Porter cottage just 
before they went in swimming and bad 
a few minutes conversation with some of 
the junior class girls. 

The cries of the drowning boy could be 
heard all around tho lake and was recog- 
nized as a cry for help immediately as the 
boys in swimming had been yelling in fun 
during the swim. 

Everett Wilbur and Everett Kraft went 
to Waukeghn at highest speed in Wilbur's 
automobile to get a tank of oxygen in hopes 
that if the boy had lost his life 
by drowning the oxygen might 
bring back his life, but when he was 
brought ashore the examination made by 
the doctor present showed that not a .part- 
icle of water was in his lungs and therefore 
must have met death before he went under 
either by heart failure or some other quick 
death. 



YAWL CAPSIZES; 

TWO SOLDIERS 

ARE DROWNED 

By the capsizing of a small yawl off 
Fort Sheridan reservation Friduy morning 
privates Field and Worth were drowned. 
Both were from the 27th infantry, corn- 
pan} L. 

Field and Worth were out on the lake in 
a small duck boat, taking exercise when 
bystanders say one of the air chambers 
collapsed and the boat, gave way like an 
eggshell, throwing the two soldiers, neither 
of whom could swim, into the water. 

Neither could swim and there wa9 no 
one within five hundred feet to give aid, 
so the two sank beneath the waves within 
sight of a horrified group. 

The bodies have not yet been recovered 
according to officials at the fort but a search 
is now on. A life saying boat from Evan- 
ston and another vessel from Waukegan 
were on the scene dragging the lake but 
their offorts were unavailing. 

The Three Brothers of Waukegan, the 
Gamash boat, was ordered down to the 
scene by Harbormaster Larsen. The two 
soldiers were out fishing. 

In heavy seas that followed hick winds 
on the lake, making it dangerous for travel 
in light boats, an unknown yawl capsized 
off Fort Sheridan after a terrible • exper- 
ience.

WOODMEN RAISE 
SALARIES OF 

THEIR OFFICERS 

A general salary raise for the bead officer b 
and directors of the Modern Woodmen cf 
America was made by the head camp at 
its triennial meeting at Peoria. 

The salary of the head consul was in- 
creased from $5,000, to $10,000. The 
salary of th e bead clerk was raised from 
$4,500 to $7,500, head banker from $3,- 
600 to $5,000 and the five directors from 
$15 a day for the time spent to $0,000 
per year. '* 

The annual per capita tax of members 
was raised $li00 to $1.20. The minimum 
annual tax for the salary of local clerks 
waa raised 60 cents to $1.00 per member.

Head Advisor, Daniel B. Home, Daven- 
port, la. ; Head Clerk,. Maj. C. W. Hnwes, 
Rock Island, III.; head banker, F. B.

Murphy, Leavenworth, Kan.', O. J. Byrns, 
Ishpeming, Mich., R. R. Smith, Brookfield, 
Mo., Dr. J. A. Rutledge, Elgin, III., and 
A. N. Bort, Beloit, Wis. 

The next triennial meeting of the head 
camp will be held at Buffalo, N. Y., in 
1911. 



State's Attorney Hanna was Monday 
called upon to make an investigation, if he 
thought circumstances justified it, into the 
mysterious death of Mrs. Thompson of 
Twenty-ninth street, Zion City, and an 
inquiry may result that will end in a sen- 
sation bigger than that in the Greenhalgh, 
case. 

Adam Thompson, an itinerant, evangel- 
ist of the so-called Pilgrim Brotherhood, is 
accused of having starved bis wife to death 
by forcing her into a forty-one day fast in 
order to cure a cancer of the breast, from 
which Bhe had suffered for two years. 

Mrs. Thompson died last Thursday and 
the death has set in motion a train of gos- 
sip exceeding that in connection with the 
Greenhalgh, case. 

The whole story developed when a dif- 
ference arose between occupants of the 
same bouse Sunday. Mrs. Darling rente- 
rooms to a Mrs. E. K. Hunter, who says 
she is the wife of "Judge" Hunter of fiunx- 
ham. III., near Hammond, Ind, Mrs. 
Hunter is a Thompsonile and when she 
refused to vacate her rooms an argument 
ensued and finally Mrs. Darling summoned 
Capt. Walker of the Zion City police, taked ' 
freely, and the uncovering of the latest 
horror was the result. 

A reporter visited the Thompson honie* 
and drew the story out of the occupants oC 
the house, who to defend their own posi* 
tion talked readily. 

Thompson came to Zion City it seems in 
the trail of Mrs. Hunter, who had met him 
at Burnham nnd liked his teachings. He 
had come to visit the Darlings, with whom 
the Hunters and another family, the Funks, 
reside, and finally brazenly camped there, 
living off contributions and occupying 
roomR. 

"I firmly believe that Thompson starved - 
his wife to death," said Mrs. Darling to a 
reporter. 

'•I was present when she died and I am 
ready to swear that he refused to give her 
a drink of water, although she had been 
fasting, eating absolutely nothing, for 
forty-one days. 

•'For forty-one days and forty-one nights, 
following her husband's commands, Mrs. 
Thompson did not partake of food of any, 
sort or deactriptiou. 

- "Her's was a complete fast and as the 
end neared she was fearfully pale and 
wasted, unable to move, unable to talk be- \ 
yond a whisper. She cried for water con- 
tinually and her husband refused to give 
her a drink or to let others give it to her. 
"She died in this very room"— indicat- 
ing a stuffy little room where it was almost 
impossible to breathe without difficulty— 
"and while the cancer may ultimately have 
caused her death. I believe it was more 
actually starvation than disease. 

"Her husband told her that her soul 
would be chastened, purified and regener- 
ated if she fasted long enough, and that 
the cancer waa a sign that she had sinned. 
Mrs. Hunter then told the reporter that 
Thompson's teachings in essence are that 
if one is unmarried one should stay so and 
that if one is married husband and wife 
should live merely as brother and sister 
and there should be no childn n. 

"Mr. Thompson is a holy man." she de- 
clared. "He has shown me the light and 
many others have seen it through him. He 
came here from California. I first met 
him at Burnham, III., and he followed me - 
here." Mrs. Thompson is a woman in the 
fifties. 

Mrs. Funk, another resident of the Dar- 
ling home, and one of those ordered out of 
the premises, told substantially the same 
story. She also stated that she is a fol- 
lower of Thompson's, but ' states that she 
is no believer in the spiritual marriage 
part of it. 

She admitted that she had left her hua- ' 
band and two children to come to Zion and 
follow the hidden truths and says that her 
family is at Bloomingtou, Ind. 

Captain Walker stated that in his opin- 
ion Mrs. Thompson had been starved to 
death. "They tell me," he said, "that all 
manner of food was refused Mrs. Thomp- 
son by her husband, who told her that she . 
must not eat as by abstinence her. soul 
would be regenerated and she would 'come 
'into the light. 1 She bad a cancer and this 
undoubted aided in her death, but I believe 
that the grave of Mrs. Thompson shelters 
tho story of a crime." 

Thompson it was impossible to see. He 
was at the depot and wuen he saw Captain 
Walker approaching him ho fled and later 
it was reported he had gone to Chicago.

put the city light plant out of com- 
mission, blew the telephone systems 
all down and flooded tho streets with 
water and hall. 

La Crosse reports that a terrific 
wind and hail storm swept from Wi- 
nona down tho Mississippi to Du- 
buque. Tho wind did considerable 
damage near Laltota, Minn., between 
Winona and La Crosse. 

Tho big tent in which the Chau- 
tauqua Is being held at the La Crosse 
interstate fair grounds was blown 
down burying 1,500 peoplo underneath. 
None, however, were seriously Injured, 
although many were painfully bruised. 
Capt. R. P. Hobson was the principal 
attraction nt tho Chautauqua for tho 
day, but ho had left the tent before 
the storm broke. 

St. Paul, Minn.— Specials to the 
Pioneer Press give additional details 
of the destruction wrought by tho 
wind and hall storm Saturday In the 
southern part of the 6tato. A mile 
of track was washed out on the North- 
western, line between Worthlngton, 
Minn., and Sioux Falls, S. D. In tho 
vicinity of Lake Washington the hall 
broke every north window and piled 
up on the Inside of the houses. Near 
Pettis hall drifted to the depth of 12 
inches and killed young live stock. 

Milwaukee.— Reports to the train 
dispatchers of the railroads entering 
here lndlcnte that there was no loss 
in Saturday night's storm, though 
there will be delay In traffic owing to 
tho washouts. Prairie du Chlen Is cut 
off west of Wauzeka. .Dispatches re- 
port that the washouts included sev- 
eral miles' on..tho river division of the 
Chicago, Milwaukee .& St. Paul and 
Burlington roads.

CRIME OF AGED HUSBAND. 



All the honey bees In this country 
having originally been imported from 
Europe or Aisa, there Ib no racial dif- 
ference between the wild ones and tho 
domesticated; those that live in trees 
are simply the descendants of those 
that from time to time have taken 
"French leave" from their owners* 
hives and reverted to a state of na- 
ture. The vast bulk of the wild bees 
are of the German or black race, while 
tho standard domesticated bee Ib the 
Italian; but that, however, is only bo- 
cause the Germans were the first to 
bo introduced here. Just when tho 
Germans came is In doubt, but it was 
some time In the seventeenth centu- 
ry; certainly It was not until near 
the close of the eighteenth century 
that any bees were found west of the 
Mississippi. The Indians used to say 
they could mark the advance of the 
white man by the appearance of bees 
In the woods. The Italian bees were 
first imported in 1860. Better temper- 
ed nnd more industrious thnn the Ger- 
mans, they have become popular with 
aplralsts; but as many still keep the 
German bee, and others have tho hy- 
brid formed by the crossing of tho 
two races, while countless Italians 
now have taken to the woodB, there to 
breed more hybrids, it is clear that 
there is no sure way of distinguishing 
between the wild bee and the domesti- 
cated.— Outing Magazine.

Brooklyn, save -the New York Press. 
Hla case has drawn the attention of 
physicians from all parts of the city. 
The hospital doctors said the recovery 
was one of the most remarkable on 
.record. 

It was thought that oven If Rita 
survived he would lose sight and taste, 
jbs the bullet passed through the part 
x>f the brain controlling these senses. 
Hepeated tests, however, have shown 
Ills sight has not been impaired and 
that his taste Is as sensitive as ever. 

A bullet plowed through Rita's 
brain, fracturing the skull on both 
sides and passing through the frontal 
lobes. He lay unconscious for several 
«lays. A tumor formed between the 
brain and skull and pressed upon the 
injured lobes. A rubber tube was in- 
serted in the bullet hole in the right 
temple and the tumor was drained off. 
Before Rltz began to recover the phy- 
sicians removed, through the bullet 
liole, part of his brain, weighing In 
all about four ounces.

TAFT AS PRESIDENT; 
SHERMAN FOR MATE, 
IS REPUBLICAN SLA TE 



Convention at Chicago Selects Na= 

tiorial Ticket and Adjourns==Wild 

Enthusiasm on Nomination of 

Ohioan==Demonstration for 

Theodore Roosevelt 



Chicago. — Tnft and Sherman. 
This Is the ticket of the Repub- 
lican party flung to the breeze Fri- 
day as the Republican national con- 
vention concluded with the nomination 
of James S. Sherman of New York 
for vice-president amid a final roar of 
tumultuous demonstration. 



Scene of Wild Enthusiasm. 
The picture within the walls of the 
vast amphitheater as the presidential 
candidate was named Thursday was 
one truly gradlose In lt3 magnitude. 
In front, to the right and left, below 
and above, the, billowing sea of hu- 
manity, restless after hours of wait- 
ing c«d stirred from one emotion to 
nnother, was in a fever of expectancy 
for the culminating vote. The favorite 
sons of other states had been named, 
save Knox and La Follctte, and now 
on the roll call came Ohio. 

As the Buckeye stato was reached, 
the tall, gaunt form of Theodore E. 
Durton, with student-like face and 
severe black clerical garb, advanced to 
the platform to nominate Ohio's can- 
didate. He spoke fervently, with tho 
Blnglng voice of an evangelist, which 
went ringing through tho great build- 
ing. The close of his Bpeech of 
nomination was the signal for loosing 
the long pent-up feeling of the Tnft 
legions. Instantly the Ohio delegates 
were on their feet, other Taft states 
following, while tho convention hosts, 
in gallery and on floor, broke Into mad 
demonstration. For 10, 10, 20 minutes, . 
this uproar continued. At last the 
tired voices died down to a hoarse 
shout, and subsided. 

Seconded by Knight. 
ThlB lull now gave the opportunity 
for the speech seconding Taft's nom- 
ination, by George H. Knight of Cali- 
fornia, his big, round face beaming 
forth on the sympathetic multitude, 
and his splendid baritone voice well- 
ing forth Ifke tho tones of a great 
church organ. California's tribute to 
Taft was brief and fervid. Now there 
waB another lull in the Taft movement, 
while the remaining candidates wero 
placed in nomination. 

It was late in the nfternopn before 
the convention, now literally swelter- 
ing with the intense heat nnd weary 
nfter nearly seven hours of continuous 
session, reached the end of the flood 
of eloquence and the dedks were at 
last cleared for. the culminating act. • 
Demonstration for La. Follette. 

But, no; Jnst as the lost swell of 
oratory,- the, seconding speech for La 
Follette, had died away, like a cyclone 

' from a clear Bky buret a La Follette 
demonstration which BWept tho con- 
vention from its very bearings. It 
was the same deafening' wave ot .sound 
that had greeted Roosevelt "Wednesday 
and Taft a little while before, intense 
and maddening and with tho vital ring 
of genuine enthusiasm. .It seemed as 
though Wisconsin had suddenly peo- 

. pled: every foot of tho galleries. The 
' delegates sat calm and waiting, ex- 
cept tho frantic Wisconslns, but the 
convention for tho time being was in 
the possession of the galleries. 

Now a singular transformation, oc- 
curred— gradually the whirlwind 
veered from La Follette to Roosevelt. 



Amid this pandemonium, and with 
the galleries In full control, Chairman 
Lodge decided upon heroic action In 
order again to make the convention 
master ot Its affairs. He ordered the 
roll call of states to begin for the 
vote on proaldent. 'Such a call, under 
such circumstances of intense con- 
fusion, has probably never before oc- 
curred In tho history of national con- 
ventions. The secretary was power- 
less to make his call of tho states 
heard above tho deafening clamor. 
Seizing a megaphone ho shouted tho 
roll of states — Alabama, Arkansas — 
but his voice was swallowed up In the 
mad upfoar. Gradually, however, the 
curiosity of the multitude conquered 
their enthusiasm, and they lapsed Into 
sllenco to hear the result of the roll 
call. 



A hush of expectancy hung over 
tho assembly as the call proceeded. 
Hasty summaries showed that Taft 
was far In advance. When New York 
was reached the Taft column totaled 
427. Ohio carried the Taft total to 
511, or 20 more Uian enough to nom- 
inate. Still tho call went on until the 
final result was announced by Chair- 
man Lodge: 

"For Theodore Roosevelt, 3 votes; 
for Joseph B. Foraker of Ohio 16 
votes; for Charles W. Fairbanks of 
Indiana, 40 votes; for Joseph Cannon 
of Illinois, 61 votes; for Robert La Fol- 
lette of Wisconsin, 25 votes; for 
Charles B. Hughes of New York, C3 
votes; for Philander C. Knox of Penn- 
sylvania. C8 votes, and William H. Taft 
of Ohio; 702 votes. 

A great shout went up" as Lodge 
concluded his announcement, and with 
one accord the 'cohorts of Cannon and 
Knox and Hughes and tho other 
heroes, Joined In a common trlbuto for 
the candlate of tho party. 

Sherman for Second Place. 
The nomination for the Vice-presi- 
dency was not made until Friday. 
When tho convention adjourned for 
the day Thursday the situation re- 
garding second place on the ticket was 
decidedly unsettled, but before the •del- 
egates met Friday an arrangement had 
been perfected" for the Taft delegates 
to support Representative James S. 
Sherman of New York as the running 
mate of the secretary of war. 

Three 'names wero placed In nomi- 
nation when the chairman announced 
that nominations were in order. Sher- 
man was named as New York's choice 
by Tim Woodruff, former lieutenant 
governor of tho state; Gov. Curtis 
Guild of Massachusetts was placed In 
nomination by Senator Lodge, and Ex- 
Gov. Franklin Murphy of New Jersey 
was named by Thomas N. McCartcr. 
Several brief seconding speeches were 
made for each candidate. 

When the roll call was begun It wbb 
soon seen that Sherman was the popu- 
lar . choice of the delegates. When 
enough votes had been cast to Insure 
his * nomination Senator Crane of 
Massachusetts moved that lt.be made 
unanimous and it was fsinied with a 
shout of approval. 

The usual motions of acknowledg- 
ment to the officers of tho convention 
and to the city in which it was hold 
wero thea passed. 



Judson W. Lyon of Georgia was 
recognized to make the motion to ad- 
journ without day. It was put into 
effect at 11:47 a. m. The band played 
"The Star-Spangled Banner," the del- 
egates rapidly left the hall and the 
convention of 1908 had made its way 
Into history. 

Roosevelt Demonstration. 
The second day of the Republican 
national convention brought the long- 
expected Roosevelt yell, a whirlwind of 
enthusiasm which raged within the 
vaBt amphitheater of the Coliseum for 
full 45 minutes. Wednesday, and. for a 
time presented to the timid the spec- 
ter of a Roosovelt stampede. 

Thla demonstration was decidedly

Mr. Lodge early in hiB address 
launched his sentence which electri- 
fied the assemblage Into Its first real 
demonstration of wild enthusiasm. 

"Tho president,-*' exclaimed Mr. 
Lodge, '"is the best abused and most 
popular man in the United StateB to- 
day." 

This was the long awaited signal. 
Instantfy a shout broke from the gal- 
leries and was echoed back from the 
floor, at first only a tempest of de- 
tached yells, and cat-calls, and shouts 
of "Teddy," but gradually gathering 
force, and volume until It swelled to a 
whirlwind of sound and motion, as 
delegates and spectators rose en 
masse, mounting chairs, waving ban- 
ners, hats, handkerchiefs, flags, news- 
papers, anything which could be seized 
upon to add turbulence to the scene.
